A RETURN of the Number of Electohs on the Register for each County of Ireland, qualified 
to vote at any Election which may take place before tlie First day of January 1841 ; and dis- 
tinguishing, in Classes, the Numbers registered under the different Qualifications, in each 
County ; together with an Abstract of the Number of each Class, and of tlie whole ; showing 
also a Comparison of the Increase or Decrease since 1835. 

A RETURN of the Number of Electors on the Register for the Year, qualified to vote at any 
Election which may take place before the First day of January 1841, in each City, Town and 
Borough of Jrrfflni/; and distinguishing the Numbers in each Place registered under the old 
Qualifications, specifying what such Qualifications are in each, reserved by the Reform Act, 
and the Numbers registered under the new Qualifications admitted by the Reform Act; 
together with an Abstract of the Number of each Class, and of the whole; showing also a 
Comparison of tlie Increase or Decrease since 1835.

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(») Cttrrickfergus : — Tweuty-one of tbe«e are leaseholders. 

(*) Cork:— Of these, 181 are leaseholders, and 16 rent-chargers. 

h) Drogheda:— One of these is a rent-eharger, and 19 are lease- 
holders. 

(<*) Drogheda:— Of this number, only 620 may be considered as 
qnaUfied to vote. 

(') Dublin;— Thirty-four of these are rent-chargers, and 3.390 
leaseholders. 



(f) Enniskillen : — The actual number entitled to vote, is 375. 

(S) Kilkenny: — Four of these arc rent-chai^ers, and 11 lease- 
holders. 

(•>) Mallow :~Of those, eight are rent-chargers, and two lease- 
holders. 

(>) Portarlington : — Total number on the Register in 1840, 171. 
(t) Waterford:— Thirty-three of these are leaseholders. 
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
